We went on a one day trip by 
taxi to Guanajuato, about 200 
miles round trip from San Miguel 
Allende. ‘We drove over enorm- 
ous mountains with craggy cliffs 
towering above the narrow road; 
passed by: lush foliage and small 
rocky streams in narrow valleys. 
We felt very insignifcant in the 
midst of this stupendous and rug- 
ged, wild garden-like landscape. 
As we neared the City of Guana- 
juato (Whon-a-Whato), capital of 
the state of the same name, it 
appeared to be in a cup-shaped 
walley with buildings ping 
right up to the rim. The name of 
the city means “mountainous 
place of frogs”. It was once a 
primitive Indian village inhabited 
by Chichimeca Indians, about 
whom little is known. Gold and 
silver were discovered near the 
eity by the Spaniards in. about 
1554. At that time, the city was 
established.

|The whole structure is rather ro- 
coco in its general theme, The 
massive entrance door is similar- 


of holy images, small’ figures and 
toliage. The church is dedicated 
to Saint Cayetano. The main al- 
tar, dedicated to its patron Saint 
Cayetano, is very we.] preserved 
and in an ascending design cover- 
ing the total height of the place 
it occupies. On either s‘de are al- 
{tars dedicated to the Virgin of 
Guadalupe and Assumption of 
Mary. About the whole interior 
there was an atmosphere of an- 
cient piety. In the sacristy, behind 
the altar, stood two. tall antique 
wardrobes separated by a chest 
with long, narrow drawers. Here 
the priests kept their robes and 
stoles. The pulpit, of great value, 
was encrusted with tortoiseshell 
and* ivory. 

We found Guanajuato a fascin- 
ating city of some 34,000 popula- 
tion, still maintaining the beauty 
of colonial times. The streets and 
alley-ways cross in all directions, 
They penetrate the suburbs and 
climb up or descend the brows of 
the mountains. The houses crowd 
together at different heights in a 
| Moorish conglomeration, going up 
in steps, adapting themselves to 
the uneven terrain. Many of the 
streets have beautiful or unusual 
names: the street of “The Kiss”, 
an alley-way so narrow one must 
almost kiss. to pass; Lane of the 
Monkey’s Leap; the Tumble, and 
others. 


A statue of gigantic propor- 


tions, a man holding a torch in 
the air, overlooks the City and is 
called “Pipila’. History tells of 


|the Spaniards holding the Gran- 
ary and shooting down the Mexi- 
cans ‘as they tried to storm it. Pi- 
pila, holding a large flat stone 
over his head, crept up the moun- 
tainside with a burning torch and 
set fire to the wooden door of the 
granary, so saving the city.

ite memorials, crosses, angels and | 
the like. We learned that because | 


there are so many poor people 
who do no have the funds to buy 
a crypt in the mausoleum, crypts 
may be rented by the month. If, 
after a certain period, the rent 
is unpaid, the person is removed 


from the crypt and placed in a| 
dungeon under the mausoleum |

The day was a’most gone. We 
started back to San Miguel Al- 
lende. Looking back, we said

;its deep valley in sleepy peace. 

After several more days-in San 

Miguel Allende, we returned to 
Mexico City to board our plane 
for home, The mammoth termin- 
al at the airport was teeming 
with humanity. Many of them 
| were co’orful sights as few Amer- 
jicans ean resist the bargains to 
be had in Mexico: gigant’c som- 
breros, multi - colored serapes, 
|hand-woven bird cages, and not 
|to forget packages of liquors or 
brandies. Each visitor may bring 
home a gallon of the latter, tax 
tree. 
As our plane swirled over the 
cities of Mexico, we felt a keen 
| regret that our time in this coun- 
try of the Aztecs had been all too 
short.
